To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Health,  I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1959.  The  vital  statistics,  as  will  be  seen 
later  are  excellent  from  every  point  of  view,  except  the 
number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  heart,  malignant 
diseases  and  diseases  in  the  blood  vessels  of  the  central 
nervous  system. 

The  vital  statistics  which  point  to  the  social 
and  bodily  health  of  the  community  are 

(a)  the  adjusted  birth  rate  which  for  the  year 
under  review  was  16.01  per  thousand  of 
the  population. 

(b)  the  adjusted  death  rate  which  is  13.90  per 
thousand  population. 
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(c)  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  37.68  per  thou- 

sand live  births ; the  neo-natal  mortality  rate  is 
26.69  per  thousand  live  births.  The  number 
of  neo-natal  deaths  was  17  out  of  a total 
of  24.  It  is  difficult  to  assesss  the  cause 
of  this  increase  in  the  neo-natal  rate,  as 
the  year  was  meteorologically  good  and 
there  were  no  epidemics,  except  a few 

minor  outbreaks  of  measles. 

(d)  The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  from  all 
causes  was  .079  per  thousand  of  the  pop- 
ulation, a slight  increase  on  the  previous 
year,  but  of  negligible  import. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases  for  the  year 
totalled  288.  Out  of  this  number,  there  were  221 

of  measles. 

It  will  be  noticed  later  in  the  report  that  Dem- 
olition Orders  were  obtained  in  the  case  of  9 unsatis- 
factory dwellings  and  one  Closing  Order.  All  the 

tenants  were  rehoused,  not  without  difficulties  before 

the  Orders  were  executed. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  outbreak  of 
Asian  influenza  continued  up  to  the  end  of  March.  It 
is  owing  to  the  fact  that  influenza  is  not  notifiable  that 
it  would  be  difficult  to  give  any  true  assessment  of  the 
number  of  cases,  but  it  is  certain  that  there  were  several 
deaths  from  broncho-pneumonia  which  were  attrib- 
utable to  this  influenzal  outbreak.  This  emphasises 
the  need  for  protection  of  large  numbers  of  the  pop- 
ulation against  the  influenza  virus.  Very  active  support 
is  being  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  is  hoped 
there  will  be  a more  widespread  campaign  to  offer  pro- 
tective mechanism  wherever  requested.  It  is  interesting 
to  report  that  sickness  incidence  from  influenza  was 
reduced  considerably  where  protection  had  been  given. 
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I regret  to  report  that  there  was  one  death  in 
childbirth.  She  died  at  the  age  of  35  years  due  to 
cardiac  arrest  during  an  operation  for  perforated  tubal 
gestation.  The  operation  to  remove  the  tubal  gestation 
is  a very  serious  one,  but  cardiac  arrest  is  fortunately 
a rare  incident. 

The  provisions  of  the  Litter  Act,  1958,  have 
been  unaer  constant  observation,  and  much  litter, 
particularly  on  Caerphilly  Mountain,  has  been  removed. 
It  is  interesting  to  know  that  a prosecution  under  this 
Act  for  an  offence  in  a back  lane  in  Llanbradach  was 
undertaken  and  a fine  of  £ 5 on  each  of  the  offenders 
was  imposed.  The  attached  photographs  are  by  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  Lloyd  Jones  and  illustrate  more  than 
any  words,  the  necessity  for  this  Act  of  Parliament.

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion 
of  the  area,  the  Aber  Valley  and  Nelson  is  supplied 
by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board,  which  is  a con- 
stituent of  the  Taff  Fechan  Water  Board.  The  quality 
of  the  water  is  satisfactory  over  the  whole  of  the  area 
which  is  under  bacteriological  control.  There  are 
no  plumbo-solvent  waters  in  the  area. 

The  only  water  shortage  during  this  very  dry 
summer  occurred  at  Caerphilly  Mountain  and  Bowls 
Lane,  Penyrheol  ; otherwise,  the  provisions  of  the 
Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board  were  excellent.

MEAT. 

The  Municipal  Slaughter-house  at  Taffs  Well 
was  extremely  busy  during  the  year.  It  has  been  under 
the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  condemn  very  little  meat. 

There  are  21  licenced  slaughtermen  in  the  area

During  the  year,  the  process  of  treating  condemned 
meat  with  a green  dye  to  render  it  inedible  and  then 
burying  in  lime  was  continued,  but  condemned  foods 
such  as  tinned  meats  were  buried  without  treatment.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 


Laboratory  facilities  are  available  from  the  City 
and  County  Laboratories,  Cardiff  and  the  Rhymney 
and  Sirhowy  Valleys  Hospital  Management  Committee 
Laboratory  at  the  Caerphilly  Miners’  Hospital.  Water 
samples  and  milk  samples  were  mainly  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff  and  milk  samples 
were  satisfactory  from  a general  point  of  view,  while 
the  samples  submitted  for  the  presence  of  tuber- 
culosis were  all  negative. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  in  no  incidence  were 
tubercule  bacilli  found  in  milk  samples  for  which  the 
full  number  requested  by  the  County  Laboratory  were 
taken. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  and  the 
Pontypridd  and  Rhondda  Sewerage  Board,  provide 
means  for  collection  and  disposal  of  sewage,  except  at 
Nelson,  where  it  is  dealt  with  by  the  Council  Sewage 
Works. 


The  cleaning  of  cess  pits  was  carried  out  and  in 
some  cases  it  was  necessary  to  duplicate  the  emptying. 
In  all,  19  operations  were  carried  out  by  the  ejector 
of  Cardiff  City  Council. 

The  Council  have  now  purchased  an  ejector 
for  the  Caerphilly  Urban  Area  and  it  will  be  no  longer 
necessary  to  ask  the  help  of  the  Cardiff  City  Council. 
However,  our  thanks  are  recorded  to  them  for  their 
co-operation  over  the  years  in  this  important  matter. 
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Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  very  satisfactory  Swimming  Pools 
in  your  area.  That  in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caer- 
philly, owned  by  the  Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council 
with  a capacility  of  132,000  gallons  of  water  and  when 
continuously  used  having  a complete  filtered,  aerated 
and  chlorinated  turn-over  in  6 hours.  The  Llanbradach 
Pool,  is  also  owned  by  the  Authority  and  has  a capacity 
of  103,000  gallons  and  functions  as  the  Morgan  Jones 
Park  Pool. 

There  is  a privately  owned  Pool  in  TafTs  Well, 
which  is  chlorinated  in  a primitive  fashion  and  the 
Pool  empties  once  weekly.  However,  it  is  not  up  to 
modern  standards  demanded,  as  two  very  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  obtained. 


Places  of  Entertainment. 

Apart  from  the  annual  complaints  which  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  have  to  deal  with  in  the  toilets, 
the  position  is  not  un-satisfactory. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  scavenging  of  the  area  is  now  completely 
undertaken  by  the  Council  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  cottages  at  Cwmheldeg,  Nelson. 

Penrhos  Tip. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  repeated  nuis- 
ances caused  by  fires  on  the  above  tip,  by  rat  infest- 
ation and  by  general  use  of  the  facilities  by  all  and  sundry 
regardless  of  what  was  being  tipped.  On  the  22nd 
December,  1959,  the  Council  resolved  to  proceed  to 
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obtain  an  injunction  against  the  owners  of  this  tip. 
Counsel’s  opinion  was  obtained  and  the  Council  was  ad- 
vised not  to  proceed.  However,  subsequent  proceedings 
will  no  doubt  clear  this  matter  once  and  for  all. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH 
and  the  RENT  ACTS. 

The  number  of  notices  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  shows  some  increase  over  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  uncomplied  notices  was  41 
and  the  number  of  police  court  proceedings  under  the 
1936  Act  was  6.  The  total  number  of  prosecutions 
under  the  Acts  was  18,  and  orders  to  repair  properties 
were  obtained  on  the  following

There  were  8 cases  of  removal  of  tents,  vans  and 
sheds  and  proceedings  were  also  instituted  against  a 
distributor  of  toys  from  a rag  cart. 

During  1959,  Closing  and  Demolition  Orders 
were  made  on  the  following,  and  if  necessary,  housing 
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accommodation  was  provided  for  the  displaced  persons 
in  Council  houses.  The  total  visits  to  temporary 
dwellings  totalled  175  and  9 were  demolished.  None 
of  these  unsatisfactory  dwellings  remained  vacant  at 
the  end  of  the  year  and  the  total  number  remaining 
was  55.  This,  it  will  be  seen  has  reduced  the  total 
number  by  9. 

I must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  Housing  Manager  and  his  Department 
for  their  great  help  in  housing  people  displaced  by 
these  legal  processes. 

Prosecution  of  gypsies  was  carried  out  on  8 
occasions,  owing  to  the  creation  of  nuisances  with  a 
view  to  obtaining  their  removal.  Prosecution  was 
successful  in  each  case.  We  reiterate  the  need  of  a 
caravan  site  for  these  people  on  grounds  of  humanity, 
hygiene  and  public  health  generally.
